LONDON, Aug. 22.—A German battleship of the Nassau class was tor- 


pedoed by the British submarine £-23 on Saturday morning, and is believed 
to have been sunk, the Admiralty announced today. The attack took place 
in the North Sea, The Admiralty statement follows: 


"The submarine E-23, which put In today from a North Sea cruise, re- 


ports that on Saturday morning she made a successful torpedo attack upon 
a German battleship of the Nassau class. The commanding officer, Lieut. 
Commander Turner, reports that while the battleship was being escorted 
by five destroyers to her harbor in a damaged condition, he again attacked 
her with a second topedo, Lieut. Commander Turner believes she sank.

to the battle front 
where violent 


fighting is in progress 
over a line 


15 miles wide. 


There are now troops of eight na- 


tionalities aligned against each oth- 
er in the Macedonian field of oper- 
ations.

the Germans, the 
Austro-Hungar- 


ians. 
Opposing them is an army of 


more than 700,000 men composed of 
British, French,

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WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—On the shoulders of eight of the biggest 


railroad executives in the country was today placed the responsibility tag 
the consideration by the railroad* of President Wilson's proposal to avert 
the threatened railway employes' Htrike. The big group of railroad presi* 
dents delegated to a committee the formulation of the atatement of the 
facts upon which they would consider the Impending crisis. The commit- 
tee was given no authority to formulate a counter proposal to President 
Wilson or to definitely recommend acceptance or rejection of the president's 
demands. Headed by Hale Holdcn, president of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quinry, the committee was named, it wan .announced for "general con- 
sideration of the questions involved." 


The committee went . to work at 


once, and while the executive* gen- 
erally threshed over various mooted 
point*, the eight own sought to weed 
out of the situation all Irrelevant 
and unimportant details. They, pro-' 
posed to confine the disc*uwio« of the 
situation by the railroad presidents 
to the bare essential* and to this end 
they endeavored to eliminate all col- 
lateral questions. Hie committee 
will lay before the railroad execu- 
tives a statement of the conditions 
which must be met. 


In announcing the appointment of 


the committee, the railroad execu- 
tive* issued the following state* 
meat: 


"Mr. Hale Holden, president of the

political map of Lima, with a few

no definite policy, or fixed respon- 
sibility, no system in directing the 
supervision and an utter lack of har- 
mony in conducting the city's busi- 
ness affairs, 
according to Examiner 


Diemer. 
The Keller administration 


with Carl H. Kellar, as mayor, which 
succeeded the independent 
(Whit- 


lock) 
administration 
in January. 


1914, started in with a flourish to 
keep its pre-election pledges to the 
people by making a showing of in- 
stituting the reforms and installing 
the measures and procedures neces-
